Now that Mussolini is estranged 
from Hitler, France no longer looks 
with suspiciôus eye at the close rela­ 
tions between Italy and Austria and 
will give the Italiap premier full sup­ 
port in his moves to protect Austria. 


(International New# Service) 
BETHEL, O., July 27—A vigilante 
group, originally organized to track 
down horse thieves, was consider­ 
ing disbanding today after their 
latest venture—the hunt for a ghost 
—ended in the shooting of one man 
and the jailing of two others. 
Vemer Coombs, 50, leader of the 
Farmer’s Protective League, the vig- 
il~nte-organization, was shot in the 
leg when he was mistak n for the 
“ghost” by other members of the 
party and he returned the fire with 
his shotgun when he made the same 
error. His slugs went wild, however. 
Two Are Jailed 
Two members of the League were 
jailed by Sheriff G. G. Auxier pend­ 
ing a complete investigation of the 
shootings. According to the sheriff, 
the vigilantes had stationed them ­ 
selves at the farm of 60 year old 
Clifton Cook after he complained 
that a “ghost” threw stones against 
his roof and windows and flashed 
lights on periodic visits. 
Clifton hired Henry Dodson 26, 
and Gilbert Arns, 21 at $3 a night 
to stand guard a . the farm but when 
the visits of the “ghost” continued 
he appealed to the vigilantes. They 
stationed themselves about the farm 
Coombs taking up his post in 
a 
cornfield. 
Fire At Ghost 
Tiring of the long wait, he decided 
to move in closer to the house. Two 
other members of the vigilantes saw 
him. At the stime time, he spied 
them. Each mistook the other for 
the “ghost” and opened fire. Coombs 
fell wounded. 
Dodson and Arns, who were mem­ 
bers of the vigilante group were al­ 
leged to have fired the shots. They 
were detained by the sheriff pend­ 
ing his probe but no charges were 
filed against them.

Time will show whether 
it was sincere, until now the Ger­ 
man government had forgotten to 
express its sympathy to the widow 
of the murdered Chancellor Doll- 
fuss. 
For two days the German 
legation forgot to half-staff the 
Swastika 
flag 
on 
their 
building 
though all other embassies, includ­ 
ing the Soviet, half-stafted their 
flags out of respect for the dead 
chancellor.” 
The next question put to Prince 
Von Starhemberg was this: 
“Is any change in government 
policy to be expected under your 
administration? 
Will the 
Heim- 
wehr endeavor to enforce totali­ 
tarian principles similar to those 
in practice in Italy and Germany?” 
Starhemberg replied: 
“We will absolutely adhere to the 
policies laid down by Chancellor 
Dollfuss and no change is to be 
expected. As a matter of fact there 
are no political parties in Austria 
except

organizations 
like 
the patriotic front” (a government 
group.) 
Asked if a successor to Chancel­ 
lor 
Dollfuss 
had 
already 
been 
picked, the acting chancellor re­ 
plied: 
“This is a problem that cannot 
be discussed until after Chancellor 
Dollfuss’ funeral tomorrow—he will 
be buried as chancellor.” 


Hitler’s Attitude Conciliatory. 
Satisfaction at Hitler’s concilia­ 
te -y attitude has already been ex­ 
pressed in Vienna. 
The influential 
Reichspost featured Hitler’s letter to 
Von Papen this morning in an ex­ 
tra edition. 
Despite Hitler’s flattering assur­ 
ances to Von Papen that his confi­ 
dence in the vice-chancellor is un 
shaken, it is realized that while 
making a peace gesture to Austria 
Hitler at the same time is getting 
rid of the only non-Nazi in the cab­ 
inet and ridding himself of a minis­ 
ter whose presence has sometimes 
proved embarrassing to him and to 
Gen. Goering in carrying out their 
programs. 
That Von Papen would soon leave 
the government was apparent after 
his “protective arrest”' during the 
Hitler “purging” campaign that be­ 
gan June 30. 
The vice-chancellor 
himself has several times offered to 
resign. 
There is no confirmation today of 
reports that Hitler himself blocked 
a move by Austrian Nazi legion­ 
naires in Bavaria to invade Austria 
and the whereabouts of the chan­ 
cellor continued a mystery today. 
He was variously reported at Mu­ 
nich, at Bayreuth and on an inspec­ 
tion tour along the Bavarian-Aus- 
trian border. 
As an additional step to placate 
Austria an official statement was is­ 
sued today, admitting that an in­ 
discretion had been committed in 
permitting Theodore Habicht, Aus­ 
trian Nazi leader, to broadcast from 
the Munich station his version of 
the Nazi putsch in Vienna. Habicht 
has been removed from his post as 
director of the Munich station. 
The statement, however, disclaim­ 
ed all responsibility for the events 
in Vienna. 


car system and the railways. Many 
unemployed civilians also joined the 
auxiliary forces. 
Put Down Riot. 
One of the first jobs of the Vien­ 
nese guard was to put down a riot 
which broke out among several hun­ 
dred prisoners in Armbruster house, 
a factory converted into a prison 
barracks during the Socialist revolt 
last February. 
These prisoners started a noisy 
demonstration and began to destroy 
the barracks. The small guard was 
unable to quell the disorder.

grave international import might

Warfare Continues. 
Bitter guerilla warfare continued 
today along various fronts in Austria 
and terrorist activities which preci­ 
pitated the tragic events of Wednes­ 
day were renewed. 
Heimwehr circles etimated that 
the fighting which began with the 
ill-fated attempted “putsch” in which 
Chancellor Engelbert Dollfuss was 
assassinated by Nazis, had taken a 
toll of 2,000 casualties throughout 
Austria. 
It was not indicated how 
many of these were dead and how 
many wounded. 
A Heimwehr officer, however, told 
this correspondent: 
“Up to now there are 32 Heim­ 
wehr dead and about 20 military po­ 
lice. Death toll among Nazis is not 
known at present. Undoubtedly be­ 
fore the revolt is crushed throughout 
all Austria, more than 100 will be 
dead.”

PUBLIC WORK AND PRIVATE JOBS 


There is something reassuring about the announcement that 20,- 


000 young men left the Civilian Conservation Corps during May and 
June to accept private employment. The Par West shows the greatest 
number of re-employed youths. 
The reports indicate a succession of 


resignations from.the time the camps were opened. We have no figures 
_to show how many thousands quit because they did not like the work, 
and who did so without having other jobs in sight. 


But if we accept the report of those who have, obtained new em- 


ployment, as given out in Washington, there is reason for rejoicing. 
Made work and emergency work are excellent as stop-gaps, but dubious 
when long continued. Every dollar paid out by the government has to 
be replaced from the pockets of the taxpayers and when they reach the 
point of exhaustion conditions become critical. The only hope of genuine 
recovery is by taking the names of the workers off these special gov- 
ernment rolls and placing them on the payrolls of private enterprise. 


WHAT CAUSES APPENDICITIS? 


Insurance • people are worrying about the increase of appendicitis 


»s the cause of death in this country. They cite statistics to show that 
In 60 cities the appendicitis death rate in 1910 was 13.3 per 100,000, and 
in 1930 it was 17.5. 


One explanation of the increasing death rate that may appear 


reasonable is the decreasing death rate from other diseases. In this 
world of mortals, people have to die sometime, of something, and if the 
death rate from so many other diseases is being cut, it may be that the 
death rate from appendicitis is not being lowered proportionately. 


However, it may be, the worry on the part of insurance men may in 


time extend itself to our research laboratories and medical foundations. 
We still know little enough about the causes of appendicitis. Some say 
they are dietary. Here is a problem to be solved. If we can discover the 
why of the disease, we ought to be able to decrease its occurrence.

Best-Seller Economist Describes It

NEW YORK, July 27.—Our prob- 


lem may be that we do not know 
we live In a new age. Stuart Chase, 
a best-seller among American econ- 
omists, says it is "The Age of Dis- 
tribution." 


There already is wide discussion 


over Chase's argument. 


Probably the best analysis of the 


Chase argument is written by him- 
self in The Nation, in answer to 
John Straehey's criticism of Chase's 
much-discussed book, "Economy of 
Abundance."

QUOTING CHASE 


Says Chase (in part, in The Na- 
tion) : 


"The stupendous rhythm of com- 


pounding indebtedness has not only 
been pleasurable to capitalists, but 
it has come to provide the balance 
wheel of the whole system. 
The 


prompt investment of the free in- 
come has provided wages and salar- 
ies for workers in durable-goods in- 
dustries, with which income these 
workers have cleared the shelves of 
the consumers' goods produced in 
the same period. Equilibrium came 
to depend on compounding reinvest- 
ment in a compounding durable- 
goods sector, which distributed com- 
pounding purchasing power, with 
which a compounding volume of 
consumers' goods was cleared at a 
profit—which was once more rein- 
vested. 


"Accounting, insurance, actuarial, 
and banking practice are all predi- 
cated on this rhythm. Capitalism by 
its name connotes the t investment 
and safe-guarding of capital, or the 
profitable accumulation of the means 
of, production. It is a method harsh 
but pragmatic for building up a pro- 
ductive plant; for "developing1 a 
given economic area. It belongs to 
an age where the problems of pro- 
duction are paramount."

WHEN 
DEVELOPED—WHAT? 


'But what of the time when the 


area should be at last 'developed'; 
when the 
means of production 


should no longer be at a premium 
as a vehicle for profitable invest- 
ment; when the exquisite mathe- 
matics of the compounding process 
should run clear off the map of 
physical "realities? Capitalists have 
been too busy ever to answer these 
questions. Even today, with the 
compounding process seriously crip- 
pled, most capitalists prefer a mys- 
tic nostalgia for 1928 to any frank 
facing of their own formula. 


"Yet for all practical purposes, the 


problem of p: ^ duction is solved. The 
plant has lost its scarcity status, as 
witnessed by surpluses and excess 
capacity, a condition which was be- 
coming ominous long before the de- 
pression. Further increases in the 
means of production are discour- 
aged, owing to the poor prospects of 
realizable profits. Regard the sorry 
state of the durable-goods indus- 
tries today, and the huge surplus of 
idle capital in the banks. But with- 
out an increase—duly compounded— 
in the means of production, durable- 
goods workers remain on the streets, 
their purchasing power all but gone 
This so depresses the total volume 


I of purchasing power that profits and 
free income are, for the system as 
a whole, inadequate to validate the

ate. 


"These doles, driblets of relief, 


and feeble 'make-work' projects can 
hardly be dignified with the title 
of 'a distributive age.' But they 
clearly mark,the beginning of such, 
an age as Watt's wheezy old. steam 
engine marked the beginning of the 
age of quantity production. If pri- 
vate business cannot distribute the 
surplus, the community must. The 
community is proceeding to do so, 
with comparatively little regard for 
budget balancing. Consumers must 
eat. 
There can be, I believe, no 


permanent retreat from this be- 
ginning. The tide of distribution 
must mount, at the cost of any 
and every 'sound-money' barrier.

The World War 20 Years Ag-o To- 


day—Julj- 27 1914—Sir Edward Grey, 
52, for nine years His Majesty's sec- 
retary for foreign aHairs, whose fa- 
vorite sport is fishing, is trying to 
keep the peace in Europe. He asks 
Germany, Prance and Italy mediate 
with Great Britain between Russia 
and Austria. 


The German ambassador, Prince 


Lichnowsky, in advising Berlin of 
the proffer, prophetically declares:. 


"Grey's proposal is the only possi- 


bility of avoiding a world war, in 
which for us there would be every- 
thing to lose and nothing to gain." 


He adds, "In case Prance should 


be drawn in, England would not dare 
to remain disinterested." 


Lichnowsky is guessing, but he is 


correct; Grey has already commit- 
ted Britain to fight in support of 
Prance, come what may. The for- 
eign secretary has lied to parlia- 
ment when questioned concerning 
the existence of an agreement with 
Russia, 
The war offices and ad- 


miralties in London, Paris and St. 
Petersburg are working in coopera- 
tion. 


The fiction that the English man- 


in-the-street is to accept soon as 
fact, that Britian entered the war 
because of Germany's violation of 
U:e neutrality of Belgium, is dis- 
pelled by Grey's own account (in his 
Memoirs) of his awful fears on those 
last days of July: 


"One danger I saw, so hideous that 


it must be avoided and guarded 
against at every word. It was that 
France and Russia might face the 
ordeal of war with Germany relying 
upon our support; that this support 
might not be forthcoming, and that 
we might then, when it was too late. 
be held responsible by them for hav- 
ing let them in for a disastrous war." 


On this day, the 27th, Grey still 


has hopes of averting the conflict. 
If only Germany will join Britain, 
Prance and Italy in conciliating 
Austria and Russia, "Without your 
cooperation," he advises Berlin, "nil 
efforts at mediation will be futile." 


The kaiser upsets the plan: "I 


will not join in, unless Austria ex- 
pressly asks me to, which is not 
likely. In questions of honor and 
vital interests one does not consult 
with others." 


Austria consults with no one, and 


the morrow can bring but one thing.

WARM WEATHER COMFORTS 
C 
OMMENTING on a recent spell of extra warm' weather, the 


Toledo Chronicle remarks: 
“Do you remember when folks lived without screens on 
the windows, and without ice or an electric refrigerator? 
Pos­ 
sibly you can even recall the days when you did not have an 


electric fan.“ 
Material progress in alleviating the discomforts of weather 
extremes was made even before the development of air-con­ 
ditioning, now coming to the fore. 
There's been progress in 
dressing for warm weather, too. 
The debutantes may not re­ 
call, but their mothers will, the warm summers in which a wo­ 
man wouldn’t think of going out of her home without coat, 
gloves, hat and veil, no matter what the thermometer registered. 
In rejoicing over present-day first aids to summer comfort, 
it is well to remember that there are still too many Americans 
who live without screen and ice and electric fans, who have no 
shade to sit in and no lawns to lie on except in public parks. 
Doubtless they’d be glad to cause a boom in the awning, refrig­ 
erator, screen, fan and allied industries if they had the jobs and 
wages which would permit them to buy these things. 


THINGS NOT EVENLY DIVIDED 
It is claimed th at in the long run nature equalizes weather con­ 
ditions, and if that is true we have some mighty cold days in store to 
balance the exceptionally hot ones experienced this summer. Those of an 
optimistic turn of mind* may point to the past winter and brighten the 
outlook by declaring we are paying for the low temperatures of last win­ 
ter and th at the heat wave will have no bearing on the cold months to 
come. However, th at is a m atter of opinion which is about as difficult 
to solve as the old question of which came first, the chicken or the egg. 
It would be hard to convince residents of the parched southwest, 
where, we are told, it is becoming a problem to find drinking water, th at 
nature is dealing fairly with th at section in the m atter of rainfall. 
In 
Poland there have been floods which inundated communities to the roof­ 
tops. 
T hat certainly is not an even division of nature’s bounty. 
The 
southwest does not desire devastating floods any more than did Poland, 
but it would like to have at least some of the surplus water. Citizens of 
the stricken districts might pass a joint resolution providing for imme­ 
diate enforcement of the equalization theory. Man with all his vaunted 
power stands impotent in the face of conditions which are the most im­ 
portant in his physical welfare. 


PUBLIC WORK AND PRIVATE JOBS 
There is something reassuring about the announcement th at 20,- 
000 young men left the Civilian Conservation Corps during May and 
June to accept private employment. The Far West shows the greatest 
number of re-employed youths. 
The reports indicate a succession of 
resignations from the time the camps were opened. We have no figures 
to show how many thousands quit because they did not like the work, 
and who did so without having other jobs in sight. 
But if we accept the report of those who have obtained new em­ 
ployment, as given out in Washington, there is reason for rejoicing. 
Made work and emergency work are excellent as stop-gaps, but dubious 
when long continued. Every dollar paid out by the government has to 
be replaced from the pockets of the taxpayers and when they reach the 
point of exhaustion conditions become critical. The only hope of genuine 
recovery is by taking the names of the workers off these special gov­ 
ernment rolls and placing them on the payrolls of private enterprise.

PUBLIC WORK AND PRIVATE JOBS 


There is something reassuring alxmt the announcement that 20,- 


000 young men left the Civilian Conservation Corps during May and 
June to accept private employment. The Far West shows the greatest 
number of re-employed youths. 
The reports indicate a succession of 


resignations from the time the camps were opened. We have no figures 
to show how many thousands quit because they did not like the work, 
and who did so without having other Jobs in sight. 


But if we accept the report of those who have obtained new em- 


ployment, as given out in Washington, there is reason for rejoicing. 
Made work and emergency work are excellent as stop-gaps, but dubious 
when long continued. Every dollar paid out by the government has to 
be replaced from the pockets of the taxpayers and when they reach the 
point of exhaustion conditions become critical. The only hope of genuine 
recovery is by taking the names of the workers off these special gov- 
ernment rolls and pi-icing them on the payrolls of private enterprise. 


WHAT CAUSES APPENDICITIS? 


Insurance people are worrying about the increase of appendicitis 


as the cause of death in this country. They cite statistics to show that 
in 60 cities the appendicitis death rate in 1910 was 133 per 100000 and 
in 1930 it was 17.5. 


One explanation of the increasing death rate that may appear 


reasonable is the decreasing death rate from other diseases. In this 
world of mortals, people have to die sometime, of something, and if the 
death rate from so many other diseases is being cut, it may be that the 
death rate from appendicitis is not being lowered proportionately. 


However, it may be, the worry on the part of insurance men may in 


time extend itself to our research laboratories and medical foundations. 
We still know little enough about the causes of appendicitis. Some say 
they are dietary. Here is a problem to be solved. If we can discover the

NEW YORK, July 27.—Our prob- 


lem may be that we do not know 
we live in a new age. Stuart Chase, 
a best-seller Among American econ- 
omists, says it is "The Age of Dis- 
tribution." 


There already is wide discussion 


over Chase's argument. 


Probably the best analysis of the 


Chase argument is written by him- 
self in The Nation, in answer to 
John Strachey's criticism of Chase's 
much-discussed book, "Economy of 
Abundance." 


QUOTING CHASE 


Says Chase (in part, in The Na- 
tion) : 


"The stupendous rhythm of com- 


pounding indebtedness has not only 
been pleasurable to capitalists, but 
it has come to provide the balance 
wheel of the whole system. 
The 


prompt investment of the free in- 
come has provided wages and salar- 
ies for workers in durable-goods in- 
dustries, with which income these 
workers have cleared the shelves of 
the consumers' goods produced in 
the same period. Equilibrium came 
to depend on compounding reinvest- 
ment in a compounding durable- 
goods sector, which distributed com- 
pounding purchasing power, with 
which a compounding volume of 
consumers' goods was cleared at a 
profit—which was once more rein- 
vested. 


"Accounting, insurance, actuarial, 


and banking practice are all predi- 
cated on this rhythm. Capitalism by 
its name connotes the investment 
and safe-guarding of capital, or the 
profitable accumulation of the means 
of. production. It is a method harsh 
but pragmatic for building up a pro- 
ductive plant; for "developing1 a 
'given economic area. It belongs to 
an age where the problems of pro- 
duction are paramount."

Their answer was the 
auswer they knew Ahab wanted 
them to give, and they: spoke their 
little piece like school boys in reci- 
tal: "Go up and prosper: for the 
Lord shall deliver it into the hand 
of the 'king." Ahab thought it was 
fine! But Jehoshaphet asked Ahab: 
"Is there not here besides a prophet 
of the Lord, that we might inquire 
of him?" 


A Good Prophet Speaks Tip 


Ahab replied "There is yet one 


man by whom we may inquire of the 
Lord Micaiah the son of Imlah: but 
I hate him, for he doth not prophe- 
sy good concerning me, but evil." 
What 
a compliment 
Ahab paid 


Micoiah by his hatred and this ex- 
planation of it! "Woe unto you when 
all men speak well of you," said Je- 
sus to his disciples. 


Pacing the two kings mounted on 
their thrones this lone prophet be- 
gan 
by mouthing 
the 
identical 


words of the false prophets, prob- 
ably mimicking their identical holy 
tone and solemn jestures: "Go up, 
and prosper for the Lord shall de- 
liver it into thy hand." Ahab caught 
the point and the lone prophet's ir- 
ony, 
so he shouted: . "How many 


times shall I adjure thee that thou 
speak unto me nothing but the truth 
in the name of the Lord?" 


Ahab's Doom Pronounced 


Then came the prouncement of 


Ahab's doom, the forecasting of his 
death in the impending battle with 
the ^Syrians and the leaving of his 
armies leaderless: 
"I saw Israel 


scattered on the mountains, as sheep 
that have no shspherd:' and the 
Lord said, These have no master: 
let them return every man to his« 


house in peace." To the king's child- 
ish "I told you so," the lone prophet 
replied by explaining his false pro- 
phets rosy promises of victory as a 
"lying spirit" to entice Ahab into 
the judgment-he so richly deserv- 
ed. The results of the battle vindi- 
cated the lone prophets revelation. 
Ahab treacherously attempted to di- 
vert the Syrian attack from himself 
to Jehoshaphat, and almost succeed- 
ed until some unnamed 
soldier, 


"drew his bow at a venture and 
smote the king of Israel." The sold- 
ier took no,aim but God aimed it 
for him and' it struck the mark and 
the dogs licksd up Ahab's blood and 
his chariot as Elijah had promised 
It was the retributive justice of God. 
In his providence nothing "just hap- 
pens" even when men "draw bows 
and shoot arrows at a venture."

some four hundred of his prophetic 
flunkies together to impress the pi- 
ous Jehoshapet that the weight of 
their advice.

them to give, and they spoke their 
little piece like school boys in reci- 
tal: "Go up and prosper: for the 
Lord shall deliver it into the hand 
of the 'king." Ahab thought it was 
fine! But Jehoshaphet asked Ahab: 
"Is there not here besides a prophet 
of the Lord, that we might inquire 
of him?" 


A Good Prophet Speaks Up 


Ahab replied "There is yet one 


man by whom we may inquire of the 
Lord Micaiah the son of Imlah: bat 
I hate him, for he doth not prophe- 
sy good concerning me, but evil." 
What 
a compliment 
Ahab paid 


Micoiah by his hatred and this ex- 
planation of it! "Woe unto you when 
all men speak well of you," said Je- 
sus to his disciples. 


Facing the two kings mounted on 
their thrones this lone prophet be- 
gan 
by mouthing 
the 
identical 


words of the false prophets, prob- 
ably mimicking their identical holy 
tone and solemn jestures: "Go up, 
and prosper for the Lord shall de- 
liver it into thy hand." Ahab caught 
the point and the lone prophet's ir- 
ony, so he shouted: . "How many 
times shall I adjure thee that thou 
speak unto me nothing but the truth 
in the name of the Lord?" 


Ahab's Doom Pronounced 


Then came the prouncement of 


.Ahab's doom, the forecasting of his 
death in the impending battle with 
the Syrians and the leaving of his 
armies leaderless: 
"I saw Israel 


scattered on the mountains, as sheep 
that have no shepherd: and the 
Lord said, These have no master: 
let them return every man to hi» 


house in peace." To the king's child- 
ish "I told you so," the lone prophet 
replied by explaining his false pro- 
phets rosy promises of victory as a 
"lying spirit" to entice Ahab into 
the judgment he so richly deserv- 
ed. The results of the battle vindi- 
cated the lone prophets revelation. 
Ahab treacherously attempted to di- 
vert the Syrian attack from himself 
to Jehoshaphat, and almost succeed- 
ed 
until some unnamed 
soldier, 


"drew his bow at a venture and 
smote the king of Israel." The sold- 
ier took no .aim but God aimed it 
for him and it struck the mark and 
the dogs licked up Allah's blood and 
his chariot as Elijah had promised 
It was the retributive Justice of God. 
In his providence nothing "just hap- 
pens" even when men "draw bows 
and shoot arrows at a venture."

Otto who would become emperor is 
living in exile in Belgium with his 
mother, the former Empress Zita. 


Many high in the government of 


France have long been sympathe- 
tic to the Hapsburg cause 
despite 


the historic rivalry between France 
and .the Hapsburgs. 


Whatever handicaps the 
Haps- 


burgs presented, this official point- 
ed out today, in the many centuries 
of their rule they represented one of 
the 
greatest political 
stabilizing 


forces in Europe. 
Their 800 years 


of political experience had made the 
Hapsburgs past masters of preserv- 
ing internal peace in their polyglot 
empire which today is split up into 
Austria, Czechoslovakia, 
Hungary, 


much of Jugo-Slavia, and'parts of 
Poland and Rumania. 


Until the world war these coun- 
tries included within the Hapsburg 
empire were a successful economic 
unit without artificial frontiers and 
trade barriers. These countries, now 
divided are economically bankrupt 
and politically impotent. 


Nationalism began asserting it- 


self in the Hapsburg empire early 
in the 19th century 
because of 


ideas spread Sy the French revolu- 
tion and it finally disrupted the 
empire during the world war. 


While France might not impose 


obstacles to the restriction of the

look with a kindly eye upon the re­ 
storation of the Hapsburgs if 
it 
should come to pass as a fortifica­ 
tion of Austrian 
independence, 
a 
high French official 
told 
In te r­ 
national News Service today. 
It is generally adm itted by French 
political observers th a t Dollfuss’ po­ 
litical successors may be too weak 
to preserve the regime which was 
founded on his personality. 
The 
political foundations on which the 
Dollfuss regime was based were too 
restricted as French observers see 
i it. 
W ith this in mind French poli­ 
ticians are raising the question of 
the restoration of the Hapsburgs. 
O tto who would become em peror is 
living in exile in Belgium with his 
m other, the form er Empress Zita. 
M any high in the governm ent of 
France have long been sym pathe­ 
tic to the Hapsburg cause 
despite 
the historic rivalry between France 
and the Hapsburgs. 
W hatever handicaps the 
H aps­ 
burgs presented, this official point­ 
ed out today, in the m any centuries 
of their rule they represented one of 
the 
greatest 
political 
stabilizing 
forces in Europe. 
Their 800 years 
of political experience had made the 
Hapsburgs past m asters of preserv­ 
ing internal peace in their polyglot 
empire which today is split up into 
Austria, Czechoslovakia, 
Hungary, 
m uch of Jugo-Slavia, and parts of 
Poland and Rum ania. 
Until the world war these coun­ 
tries included within the Hapsburg 
empire were a successful economic 
unit w ithout artificial frontiers and 
trade barriers. These countries, now 
divided are economically bankrupt 
and politically im potent. 
Nationalism began asserting it­ 
self in the Hapsburg empire early 
in the 19th century 
because 
of 
ideas spread 0y the French revolu­ 
tion and it finally disrupted the 
empire during the world war. 
W hile France m ight not impose 
obstacles to the restriction of the 
Hapsburg, her little entente allies 
who formerly were p art of the H aps­ 
burg empire or who took great parts 
of it as the spoils of w ar have m any 
tim es resolved to 
employ 
arm ed 
force against restoration.

founded on his personality. 
The 
political foundations on which the 
Dollfuss regime was based were too 
restricted as French observers see 
it. 
; 


With this in mind French poll- ' 


ticians are raising the question of! 
the restoration of the Hapsburgs. i 
Otto who would become emperor is 
living in exile in Belgium with his 
mother, the former Empress Zita. 


Many high in the government of 


France have long been sympathe- 
tic to the Hapsburg cause 
despite 


the historic rivalry between France 
and the Hapsburgs. 


Whatever handicaps the 
Haps- 


burgs presented, this official point- 
ed out today, in the many centuries 
of their rule they represented one of 
the 
greatest political 
stabilizing 


forces in Europe. 
Their 800 years 


of political experience had made the 
Hapsburgs past masters of preserv- 
ing internal peace in their polyglot 
empire which today is split up into 
Austria, Czechoslovakia, 
Hungary, 


much of Jugo-Slavia, and parts of 
Poland and Rumania. 


Until the world war these coun- 


tries included within the Hapsburg 
empire were a successful economic 
unit without artificial frontiers and 
trade barriers. These countries, now 
divided are economically bankrupt 
and politically impotent. 


Nationalism began asserting It- 


self in the Hapsburg empire early 
in the 19th century 
because 
of 


ideas spread By the French revolu- 
tion and it finally disrupted the 
empire during the world war. 


While France might not impose 


obstacles to the restriction of the 
Hapsburg, her little entente allies 
who formerly were part of the Haps- 
burg empire or who took great parts 
of it as the spoils of war have many 
times resolved to 
employ 
armed 


force against restoration.

: • 
For Hitler has washed his hands 


of the Austrian Nazis. He washed 
his hands of them because they, were 
stained with the blood of Dollfuss. 
Twenty-four hours after Dollfuss 


had bled to death .in the hands .of 
his Nazi captors, Theodore Habicht, 
Hitler's Austrian lieutenant with th.e 
title of inspector general of the Aus- 
trian Nazis, was deposed at Hitler's 
orders. This was the official 
an- 
nouncement of the Munich radio 
station: 
At that same time Berlin officially 
announced that for an indefinite 
period no Germans would b: allow- 
ed in Austria. This means in effect 
that the chance that Austrian leg- 
ionaires in Germany might 
help 


make the putsch against the Aus- 
trian government is at least for the 
time being excluded. 


Safe From German Threat 


All-this coupled'with fervent dis- 


claimers from Berlin of .any respon- 
sibility for the callous' -killing of 
Dollfuss plus the German dismissal 
of their.Vienna Minitser Von Reith. 
plus their ostentatious show of 
mourning flags: for Dollfuss means 
that Germany is most anxious to 
dodge the responsibility which the 
whole world has lain at her door. 
And this sudden turnabout face 


of Germany means that for the tim? 
beta, Austria is safe from ttie Ger- 
man threat. Despite sporadic flare- 
ups of Nazi resistance in Styria and 
a few other Austrian provinces the 
country as a whole is safely under 
the control of the Vienna govern- 
ment and 'without. further supplies 
of money and explosives from Ger- 
many the Austrian-Nazis are para- 
lyzed. 
But the loss .of Austria if only for 


the time being is not' the greatest 
loss Germany has suffered from the 
murder of Dollfuss. • 
Thereby Hitler and Germany have 


also lost the only nation and only 
person in the political life of Europe 
whom they could have considered 
their friend. 
Hitler has lost Mussolini. That is 
the most serious Wow to German 
foreign policy. Because Hitler and 
Germany know that if war comes 
she -was to have at least one ally. 
She. counted on Italy not too much, 
but Italy was the only friend Hitler 
and Germany could hope to have. 


Never Liked Hitler 


Mussolini never really-liked Hitler. 


He met him 'for the. first time six 
weeks ago at Venice. There Hitler 
made a good impression ori Musso- 
lini. There Hitler 'won Mussolini's 
promise to side with him against 
Prance. But there Hitler too prom- 
ised Mussolini that he vrould not 
only respect the .independence of 
Austria but would put r, stop to Nazi 
terror hi Austria. 
Since that Venice meeting terror 
increased in intensity in'Austria. It 
got so bad that Mussolini became 
skeptical, annoyed and finally-angry 
and wound up by agreeing to Louis 
Barthou's Eastern 
Locarno 
Pact 


directed against Germany. 
Even then Hitler had not certain- 
ly lost Mussolini's friendship. 'Now 
it appears that lie has lost that 
friendship. Mussolini and his family 
were entertaining Frau Dollfuss hi 
expectation of the visit" of Dollfuss 
when the chancellor 
was killed. 
Mussolini broke the news of her hus- 
band's death to Frau Dollfuss. 


Now Mussolini has sent a tele- 


gram of condolence for the death of 
Dollfuss which leaves nothing un- 
said. He declared "the independence 
of Austria for which Dollfuss fought 
was an ideal which has always been 


defended by Italy and which shall be 
defended by her in the future still 
more .energetically." 


Keep Nazis Out Of Power 


This means that Mussolini is more- 


than'ever resolved to use the-Ital- 
ian army if necessary to keep the 
Nazis from power in Austria. Fur- 
ther Mussolini declared "his memory 
shall be kept hot only on Austria 
but in the-whole civilized world 
which has already condemned the 
persons who were responsible either 
directly or indirectly for his death." 


By this Mussolini obviously points 
the finger, of indictment at Hitler 
who as the Father of National So- 
cialism must have been considered, 
to be one of the persons at least in- 
directly responsible for the crime of 
the Austrian Nazis. 
And with this Mussolini 
has 


broken with Hitler. 


All this in the last analysis means 
that Germany already badly isolat- 
ed before Hitler's bloody suppression 
of Roehm's revolt on June 30th and 
after that revolt more isolated than 
ever, is today frozen out of ;the 
European family. ' 
. 
More than that it means that 


National Socialism itself has lost so 
tremendously in its moral appeal to 
the Germans of Europe both in and 
outside of Germany that it is no 
longer the menace it was a few 
months ago. The blood of Dolll'uss 
has watered the seeds of peace.

27.—Hitler 
has 
given up Austria. He may claim it 
again tomorrow but today he has 
given it up. This is the primary in­ 
ternational 
consequence 
of 
the 
death of Chancellor Dollfuss and 
it means a better chance 
for 
the 
peace of Europe. 
For Hitler has washed his hands 
of the Austrian Nazis. He washed 
his hands of them because they were 
stained with the blood of Dollfuss. 
Twenty-four hours after Dollfuss 
had bled to death in the hands of 
his Nazi captors, Theodore Habicht, 
Hitler’s Austrian lieutenant with the 
title of inspector general of the Aus­ 
trian Nazis, was deposed at Hitler's 
orders. This was the 
official 
an­ 
nouncement of the Munich radio 
station. 
„ 
t 
„ 
At that same time Berlin officially 
announced that for an indefinite 
period no Germans would b3 allow­ 
ed in Austria. This means in effect 
that the chance that Austrian leg- 
ionaires in Germany 
might 
help 
make the putsch against the Aus­ 
trian government is at least for the 
time being excluded. 
Safe From German Threat 
All this coupled with fervent dis­ 
claimers from Berlin of any respon­ 
sibility for the callous 
killing 
of 
Dollfuss plus the German dismissal 
of their Vienna Minitser Von Reith 
plus their 
ostentatious 
show 
of 
mourning flags for Dollfuss means 
that Germany is most anxious to 
dodge the responsibility which the 
whole world has lain at her door. 
And this sudden turnabout face 
of Germany means that for the time 
bein, Austria is safe from the Ger­ 
man threat. Despite sporadic flare- 
ups of Nazi resistance in Styria and 
a few other Austrian provinces the 
country as a whole is safely under 
the control of the Vienna govern­ 
ment and without further supplies 
of money and explosives from Ger­ 
many the Austrian Nazis are para­ 
lyzed. 
But the loss of Austria if only for 
the time being is not the greatest 
loss Germany has suffered from the 
murder of Dollfuss. 
Thereby Hitler and Germany have 
also lost the only nation and only 
person in the political life of Europe 
whom they could have considered 
their friend. 
Hitler has lost Mussolini. That is 
the most serious blow to German 
foreign policy. Because Hitler and 
Germany know that if war comes 
she was to have at least one ally. 
She counted on Italy not too much, 
but Italy was the only friend Hitler 
and Germany could hope to have. 
Never Liked Hitler 
Mussolini never really liked Hitler. 
He met him for the first time six 
weeks ago at Venice. There Hitler 
made a good impression on Musso­ 
lini. There Hitler won Mussolini s 
promise to side with him against 
France. But there Hitler too prom­ 
ised Mussolini that he would 
not 
only respect the independence 
o* 
Austria but would put r, stop to Nazi 
terror in Austria. 
Since that Venice meeting terror 
increased in intensity in Austria. It 
got so bad that Mussolini became 
skeptical, annoyed and finally angry' 
and wound up by agreeing to Louis 
Barthou’s Eastern 
Locarno 
Pact 
directed against Germany. 
Even then Hitler had not certain­ 
ly lost Mussolini’s friendship. Now 
it appears that he has 
lost 
that 
friendship. Mussolini and his family 
were entertaining Frau Dollfuss in 
expectation of the visit of Dollfuss 
when the chancellor 
was 
killed. 
Mussolini broke the news of her hus­ 
band’s death to Frau Dollfuss. 
Now Mussolini has sent a tele­ 
gram of condolence for the death of 
Dollfuss which leaves nothing un­ 
said. He declared "the independence 
of Austria for which Dollfuss fought 
was an ideal which has always been 


defended by Italy and which shall be 
defended by her in the future still 
more energetically.” 
Keep Nazis Out Of Power 
This means that Mussolini is more 
than ever resolved to use the Ital­ 
ian army if necessary to keep the 
Nazis from power in Austria. Fur­ 
ther Mussolini declared "his memory • 
shall be kept not only on Austria 
but in the whole 
civilized 
world 
which has already condemned the 
persons who were responsible either 
directly or indirectly for his death.” 
By this Mussolini obviously points 
the finger of indictment at Hitler 
who as the Father of National So­ 
cialism must have been considered 
to be one of the persons at least in­ 
directly responsible for the crime of 
the Austrian Nazis. 
And with 
this 
Mussolini 
has 
broken with Hitler. 
All this in the last analysis means 
that Germany already badly isolat­ 
ed before Hitler’s bloody suppression 
of Roehm’s revolt on June 30th and 
after that revolt more isolated than 
ever, is today frozen 
out 
of 
the 
European family. 
More than that it means 
that 
National Socialism itself has lost so 
tremendously in its moral appeal to 
the Germans of Europe both in and 
outside of Germany that it 
is 
no 
longer the menace it 
was 
a 
few 
months ago. The blood of Dollfuss 
has watered the seeds of peace.

They 
wore steel helmets and were armed 
v;ith machine guhs and automatic 
rifles. 


Brigadier General E. A. Walsh,

Tneatres, night clubs, dance halls 


and places of public amusement 
were closed sharply' at midnight. 
Mobs were ordered not to congre- 
ate. 


Charge Strike To "Reds". 


Even the press was told what not

strue the restrictions as censorship 
—in the common acceptance of the 
word. 


Persons not having legitimate 


ousiness in Minneapolis were order- 
ed to "depart immediately". 
This was regarded as an order di- 


rected at communists. Businessmen 
who have been' fighting the strike 
charge it was fomented by commu- 
nists "reds". 


Gov. Floyd- B; Olson, who issued 


the proclamation declaring martial 
law after the latest peace efforts of 
federal mediators .bad reached an 
impasse, took issue with the employ- 
er group who insist communists are 
running the strike. 


Governor Takes Issue. 


Answering a sharp letter sent to 


him by Joseph R, Cochran, chair- 
man of the employers' advisory com- 
mittee, Gov.

Hitler's Austrian lieutenant with th.e 
title of inspector general of the Aus- 
trian Nazis, was deposed at Hitler's 
orders. This was the official 
an- 


nouncement of the Munich radio 
station; 
At that same time Berlin officially 


announced that for an indefinite 
period no Germans would b: allow- 
ed in Austria. This means in effect 
that the chance that Austrian leg- 
ionaires in Germany might 
help 


make the putsch against the Aus- 
trian government is at least for the 
time being excluded. 


Safe From German Threat 


All this coupled with fervent dis- 


claimers from Berlin of .any respon- 
sibility for the callous killing of

Despite sporadic flare- 
ups of Nazi resistance in Styria and 
a few other Austrian provinces the 
country as a whole is safely under 
the control of the Vienna govern- 
ment and without further supplies 
of money and explosives from Ger- 
many the Austrian Nazis are para- 
lyzed. 
But the loss of Austria If only for 


the time being is not the greatest 
loss Germany has suffered from the 
murder of Dollfuss. 


Thereby Hitler and Gen-iany have 
also lost the only nation and only 
person in the political life of Europe 
whom they could have considered 
their friend. 
Hitler has lost Mussolini. That is 


the most serious blow to German 
foreign policy. Because Hitler and 


defended by Italy and which shall be 
defended by her in the future still 
more energetically." 


Keep Nails Ont Of Power 


This means that Mussolini is more 


than ever resolved to use the-Ital- 
ian army if necessary to keep the 
Nazis from power in Austria. Fur- 
ther Mussolini declared "his memory 
shall be kept not only on Austria 
but in the whole civilized 
world 
which has already condemned the 
persons who were responsible either 
directly or indirectly for his death." 


By this Mussolini obviously points 


the finger of indictment at Hitler 
who as the Father of National So- 
cialism must have been considered 
to be one of the persons at least in- 
directly responsible for the crime of 
the Austrian Nazis. 


And with 
this 
Mussolini

broken with Hitler. 


All this in the last analysis means 
mt Germany already badly isolat- 
d before Hitler's bloody suppression 
f Boehm's revolt on June 30th and 
fter that revolt more Isolated than 
ver, 
is today frozen 
out of -the 


European family. 


More than that it means that 


National Socialism itself has lost so 
remendously In its moral appeal to 
he Germans of Europe both in and 
utside of Germany that it is no 
onger the menace it was a few 
months ago. The blood of Dollfuss 
las watered the seeds of peace.

There are many objects in the 


heavens which pass unnoticed to the 
casual observer who has no oppor 
tunity to study the heavens with a 
telescope. 
And among these are the 
giant nebulae, most of which are not 
visible .to the naked eye. 


There are several types of nebulae 


but we shall donsider only one in 
this article. This type is known as 
extra-^galBctic becausp they lie far 
outside our own star'system at dis- 
tances which it is difficult to im- 
agine. 


Regular Shape 


In the telescope these extra-galac- 


tic nebulae show a more' or less defi- 
nite and regular .shape, such as the 
one shown jn the accompanying pic- 
ture, which, is known as the great 
nebula in Andromeda. They are' 
whitish in appearance and many of 
them seem to indicate a spiral struc- 
ture, 


Science believes these extra-galac- 
tic nebulae to be vast systems of 
stars, similar to our own, but at such 
a great distance that the individual 


parts, or stars in the central mass 
are not distinguishable as such. For 
purposes of description, they may be 
called star clouds, although probab- 
ly much of thqir nebulous matter 
has not yet beerj formed into stars, 
but is in the process of doing so 
That is, the central regions df these 
objects are composed of masses of 
gas destined in time to resolve into 
separate stars. 


Rotate On Axis 


These great extra-galactic nebulae 
seem to be rotating about an axis 
much the same as a solid body, such 
as the earth or a spinning top. But 
the speed of rotation 
seems very 


slow until we consider the yastness 
of these systems. 
For example it 


has been determined that the great 
nebula in Andromeda requires about 
19,000,000 years to make a complete 
rotation. But the outer parts of the 
nebula rates, hundreds or 
thou- 
sands of miles a second in order to 
complete the great circle In that 
;ime, 


"We shall examine, in a later arti- 


cle, the theory that the sun is one 
small part in such a system which 
we know as the Milky Way.

By RICHARD BAYLIS 
Central Press Science Writer 
There are many objects in the 
heavens which pass unnoticed to the 
casual observer who has no oppor­ 
tunity to study the heavens with a 
telescope. 
And among these are the 
giant nebulae, most of which are not 
visible to the naked eye. 
There are several types of nebulae, 
but we shall consider only one in 
this article. This type is known as 
extra-galactic because they lie far 
outside our own star system at dis­ 
tances which it is difficult to im­ 
agine. 
Regular Shape 
In the telescope these extra-galac­ 
tic nebulae show a more or less defi­ 
nite and regular shape, such as the 
one shown in the accompanying pic­ 
ture, which is known as the great 
nebula in Andromeda. 
They are 
whitish in appearance and many of 
them seem to indicate a spiral struc­ 
ture, 
Science believes these extra-galac­ 
tic nebulae to be vast systems of 
stars, similar to our own, but at such 
a great distance that the individual 


\ parts, or stars in the central mass 
are not distinguishable as such. For 
purposes of description,they may be 
| called star clouds, although probab­ 
ly much of their nebulous matter 
has not yet been formed into stars, 
but is in the process of doing so. 
That is, the central regions of these 
objects are composed of masses of 
gas destined in time to resolve into 
separate stars. 
Rotate On Axis 
These great extra-galactic nebulae 
seem to be rotating about an axis 
much the same as a solid body, such 
as the earth or a spinning top. But 
the speed of rotation 
seems very 
slow until we consider the vastness 
of these systems. 
For example, it 
has been determined that the great 
, nebula in Andromeda requires about 
19,000,000 years to make a complete 
| rotation. But the outer parts of the 
nebula rates, hundreds or 
thou- 
| sands of miles a second in order to 
complete the great circle in 
that 
time. 
We shall examine, in a later arti­ 
cle, the theory’ that the sun is one 
small part in such a system which 
we know as the Milky Way.

World war veteran and commander 
of the troops, became dictator of the 
city's business life. 


Tneatres, night clubs, dance hall; 


and places of public amusement 
were closed sharply at midnight. 
Mobs were ordered not to congre- 
ate. 


Charge Strike To "Reds". 


Even the press was told what not 


o do. Yet the press did not con- 
strue the restrictions as censorship 
—in the common acceptance of the 
word. 


Persons

ousiness in Minneapolis were order- 
ed to "depart immediately". 


This was regarded as an order di- 


rected at communists. Businessmen 
who have been fighting the strike 
charge it was fomented by commu- 
nists "reds".

Governor Takes Issue. 


Answering a sharp letter sent to 


him by Joseph R. Cochran, chair- 
man of the employers' advisory com- 
mittee, Gov. Olson made three blunt 
asertions:

There are many objects in the 


heavens which pass unnoticed to the 


parts, or stars in the central mass 
are not distinguishable as such. For 
purposes of description, they may be 
called star clouds, although probab-

Regular Shape 


In the telescope these extra-galac- 


tic nebulae show a more or less defi- 
nite and regular .shape, such as the 
one shown in the accompanying pic- 
ture, which, is known as the great 
nebula in Andromeda. They are' 
whitish in appearance and many of 
them seem to indicate a spiral struc- 
ture.

slow until we consider the vastness 
of these systems.

nebula in Andromeda requires about 
19,000,000 years to make a complete 
rotation.

DAIRY CALVES. 


The 
importance 
of water 
for 


young calves is often not fully rea- 
lized. 
The Wisconsin Experiment Sta- 


tion conducted a test with two 
groups of young calves to determine 
the importance and value of water 
with their feed. Both groups were 
fed 14 pounds of skimmilk per calf 
per day and in addition all the hay 
and grain they would eat. 
One 


group received no water in addition 
to the skimmilk. The other group 
received all the water they desired. 


The group receiving water con- 


sumed somewhat more water than 
skimmilk. They also ate twice as 
much hay, one-third more grain, 
and gained in weight about one- 
half pound per day more than the 
group receiving no water. 


This test would seem to prove 


conclusively that water has a tre- 
mendous effect on the amount of 
feed a calf will consume and in turn 
the feed consumer has a direct ef- 
fect on body growth or gain in 
weight. 


There is a direct relation between 


the size of a cow and her milk pro- 
duction. Other things .being equal 
large cows produce more milk and 
produce it more economically than 
do small cows. Stunted calves will 
not develop into full size cows and 
thus care should be taken to keep 
all calves growing from birth to ma- 
turity through providing good feed 
and water in abundance. 


Calves should never be permitted 


to suffer from thirst. This is es- 
pecially important during warm 
weather. Older calves and heifers 
in pasture should also always have 
access to good water.

The red fruiting canes should be 


removed as soon as possible after 
harvest. There are sections where 
the old canes are not removed until 
spring, but the advantages are 
greatly in favor of immediate re- 
moval. 


The sowing of a cover crop is re- 


commended as soon as the growth 
can be prepared. Any of the crops 
as buckwheat, millet, oats, or sudan 
grass can be used in amounts to 
insure a heavy growth. The feeding 
of the cover crop should not be neg- 
lected. No doubt a nitrate carrier 
was used, in the spring but an ap- 
plication of a complete fertilizer, 
150 to 200 pounds of super phos- 
phate, will be found very beneficial. 
Heavy application of stable manure 
will also be found beneficial. 


USE PRECAUTIONS TO HELP 
REDUCE PULLET MORTALITY. 
Heavy pullet mortality,has long 


been recognized as one of the ma- 
jor problems for the poultryman. 
On many farms it has been found 
that 40 to 60 per cent of the pullets 
fail to complete their first .laying 
year. These figures come from sur- 
veys made in several different states. 
The birds either die or are removed 
from the flocks because they are 
poor producers. 
Culls or market 


hens may. be partially counted as 
mortality because they fail in pro- 
duction because they do not have 
sufficient stamina to stand up un- 
der heavy production. There are, 
however, some vigorous hens that 
fail in production because they are 
by heredity poor producers. 


In many flocks of high bred lay- 


ing strains, many fail because they 
lack health and vigor. The lack of 
vigor may be partially hereditary, 
but it is a common experience that 
a strain of birds will do well on one 
farm, but the mortality will be high 
on other premises. It is generally 
agreed that the' longer flocks of 
chickens are kept on one farm the 
greater are the chances for diseases 
to gain a fothold on those premises. 
Ailments like chicken pox, paralysis, 
intestinal parasites, etc. can carry 
over on a farm from one year to 
the next in a dormant form and 
break out when conditions are fav- 
orable for those diseases. 
There is another phase that poul- 


trymen blame for pullet mortality 
and is it worthy of consideration. 
That is the lack of-culling to baby 
chicks and the growing stock. Pro- 
fessor D. C. Kennard, of the Ohio 
Agricultural Experiment Station, in 
a recent bulletin expresses the fol- 
lowing: 


"We may have succeeded by im- 


proved feeding, management, in- 
cubation, brooding, and growth of 
pullets to the extent that we bring 
up to the laying state the inherently 
weaker puiiets which previously 
were eliminated in the earlier states 
of their development as dead em- 
bryos, dead Jn shell and heavier 
losses during the 
brooding and 


growth periods. As a result, we are 
now obliged to pay the cost of this 
postponed selection after the pul- 
lets become layers." 


It is a satisfaction to poultrymen. 


if they can raise 95 per cent or bet- 
ter of their chicks, but they might 
reduce the mortality in their laying 
flocks if they would cull the chicks 
and growing stock more rigidly. It- 
might be better to accept their loss 
when the birds are small and be- 
fore they have consumed expensive 
feed. Oftentimes it is false economy 
to save the weak chick or straggling 
pullet.

all calves growing from birth to m a­ 
turity through providing good feed 
and w ater in abundance. 
Calves should never be perm itted 
to suffer from thirst. 
This is es­ 
pecially 
im portant 
during 
warm 
w eather. 
Older calves and heifers 
in pasture should also always have 
access to good water. 


POST HARVEST TREATMENT OF 
RASPBERRY PLANTINGS. 
The value -of organic m atter in 
the soil to improve the physical 
condition and also to increase the 
possibilities of efficient production 


] has been well illustrated in apple 
; orchards, but the benefies to be de­ 
rived from organic m atter in small 
fruit plantings cannot be over-em ­ 
phasized. 
i 
All the small fruits contain a 
higher percentage of m oisture and 
make their greatest cane growth 
j just prior to and during the h a r­ 
vesting season. 
In order to m eet 
this excessive dem and for m oisture 
cultural practices favoring the re­ 
tention of moisture and the increase 
of water holding powers should be 
given attention. 
The raspberry planting should be 
well cultivated up to the tim e of 
harvesting 
and 
special treatm ent 
given immediately after harvest. 
The red fruiting canes should be 
removed as soon as possible after 
harvest. 
There are sections where 
j the old canes are not removed until 
spring, 
but 
the 
advantages 
are 
I greatly in favor of im m ediate re ­ 
moval. 
The sowing of a cover crop is re ­ 
commended as soon as the growth 
can be prepared. 
Any of the crops 
as buckwheat, millet, oats, or sudan 
grass can be used in am ounts to 
insure a heavy growth. The feeding 
of the cover crop should not be neg- 
j lected. 
No doubt a n itrate carrier 
j was used in the spring but an a p ­ 
plication of a complete fertilizer, 
150 to 200 pounds of super phos­ 
phate, will be found very beneficial. 
Heavy application of stable m anure 
will also be found beneficial.

USE PRECAUTIONS TO HELP 
REDUCE PULLET MORTALITY. 
Heavy pullet m ortality, has long 
been recognized as one of the m a­ 
jor problems for the poultryman. 
On many farms it has been found 
that 40 to 60 per cent of the pullets 
fail to complete their first laying 
| year. These figures come from sur- 
; veys made in several different states. 
The birds either die or are removed 
from the flocks because they are 
poor producers. 
Culls or market 
hens may be partially counted as 
mortality because they fail in pro­ 
duction because they do not have 
sufficient stamina to stand up un­ 
der heavy production. 
There are, 
however, some vigorous hens that 
fail in production because they are 
by heredity poor producers. 
In many flocks of high bred lay­ 
ing strains, many fail because they 
lack health and vigor. The lack of 
vigor may be partially hereditary, 
but it is a common experience that 
a strain of birds will do well on one 
farm, but the mortality will be high 
on other premises. 
It is generally 
agreed that the longer flocks of 
chickens are kept on one farm the 
greater are the chances for diseases 
to gain a fothold on those premises. 
Ailments like chicken pox, paralysis, 
intestinal parasites, etc. can carry 
over on a farm from one year to 
the next in a dormant form and 
break out when conditions are fav­ 
orable for those diseases. 
There is another phase that poul- 
trymen blame for pullet mortality 
and is it worthy of consideration. 
That is the lack of-culling in baby 
chicks and the growing stock. Pro­ 
fessor D. C. Kennard, of the Ohio 
Agricultural Experiment Station, in 
a recent bulletin expresses the fol­ 
lowing: 
“We may have succeeded by im­ 
proved feeding, management, in­ 
cubation, brooding, and growth of 
pullets to the extent that we bring 
up to the laying state the inherently 
weaker 
punets 
which 
previously 
were eliminated in the earlier states 
of their development as dead em ­ 
bryos, dead in shell and heavier 
losses 
during 
the 
brooding 
and 
growth periods. As a result, we are 
now obliged to pay the cost of this 
postponed selection after the pul­ 
lets become layers.” 
It is a satisfaction to poultrymen 
if they can raise 95 per cent or bet­ 
ter of their chicks, but they might 
reduce the mortality in their laying 
flocks if they would cull the chicks 
and growing stock more rigidly. It 
might be better to accept their loss 
when the birds are small and be­ 
fore they have consumed expensive 
feed. Oftentimes it is false economy 
to save the weak chick or straggling 
pullet.

HARRISBURG. 
July 
27.— Ap- 


proximately $50,000 was spent 
in 


Pennsylvania in the installation of 
flashing light signals at twenty pub- 
lic grade crossings over steam rail- 
road tracks during the 
first 
six 


months of 1934, according to the 
Public Service Commission. 


Seven installations were made at i 


State highway grade crossings under 
the terms of executive ruling No. 2 
of the Commission whereby 
the 


railroad and the State Department 
of Highways shared jointly in the 
cost of installing the signals. 


Seven additional installations of 


these signals were made at grade 
crossings of State highway rural 
routes and township roads. State- 
aid being furnished towards the cost 
of these signals from funds appro- 
priated to the Public Service Com- 
mission for this purpose. 
.Six in- 


stallations of these automatic cross- 
ing signals were completed at the 
sole cost of the railroad company. 


In addition, eighteen installations 


of flashing light signals were mod- 
ernized during this period by the 
installation 
of 
standard 
circular 


black backgrounds behind the flash- 
ing units and equipped -with "Stop 
on Red Signal" signs in accordance 
with the revised standards of the 
American Railway Association. Eight 
additional installations of these sig- 


nals have been authorized by the 
Commission but not yet installed. 


Following the first serious acci- 


dent in Pennsylvania due to a fail- 
ure of the power supply operating 
the lights of flashing. signals, the 
Commission inaugurated standard 
rules for the maintenance and in- 
spection of flashing signal installa- 
tions at steam railroad grade cross- 
ings in Pennsylvania with a view to 
preventing a recurrence of 
grade 


crossing accidents of this character. 
The Motor Vehicle Code 
requires 


under penalty of a fine, that motor- 
ists stop at public grade crossings 
when the lights of alternately flash- 
' ing signals are flashing. These in- 
structions 
should be followed 
by 


motorists at grade crossings pro- 
tected by flashing light signals for 
their own protection as well as to 
avoid violating the Motor Code, the 
Commission advises motorists.

Culls or market 


hens may. be partially counted as 
mortality because they fail in pro- 
duction because they do not have 
sufficient stamina to stand up un- 
der heavy production. 
There are, 


however, some vigorous hens that 
fail in production because they are 
by heredity poor producers. 


In many flocks of high bred lay- 


ing strains, many fail because they 
lack health and vigor. The lack of 
vigor may be partially hereditary, 
but it is a common experience that 
a strain of birds will do well on one 
farm, but the mortality will be high 
on other premises. It is generally 
agreed that the longer flocks of 
chickens are kept on one farm the 
greater are the chances for diseases 
to gain a fothold on those premises. 
Ailments like chicken pox, paralysis, 
intestinal parasites, etc. can carry 
over on a farm from one year to 
the next in a dormant form and 
break out when conditions are fav- 
orable for those diseases. 


There is another phase that poul- 


trymen blame for pullet mortality 
and is it worthy of consideration. 
That is the lack of -culling in baby 
chicks and the growing stock. Pro- 
fessor D. C. Kennard, of the Ohio 
Agricultural Experiment Station, in 


j a recent bulletin expresses the fol- 
lowing: 


"We may have succeeded by im- 


proved feeding, management, in- 
cubation, brooding, and growth of 
pullets to the extent that we bring 
up to the laying state the inherently 
weaker puiiets 
-which 
previously 


were eliminated in the earlier states 
of their development as dead em- 
bryos, dead in shell and heavier 
losses during the 
brooding and 


growth periods. As a result, we are 
now obliged to pay the cost of this 
postponed selection after the pul- 
lets become layers." 


It is a satisfaction to poultrymen 


if they can raise 95 per cent or bet- 
ter of their chicks, but they might 
reduce the mortality in their laying 
flocks if they would cull the chicks 
and growing stock more rigidly. It 
might be better to accept their loss 
when the birds are small and be- 
fore they have consumed expensive 
feed. Oftentimes it is false economy 
to save the -weak chick or strageline 
pullet.

and his assistant, James Kirk, 22, 
both of Philadelphia, 
told police 


they were blindfolded, gagged and 
roughly treated by the men who ab- 
ducted them. 


Guns were poked in their backs 


as they were forced into the band- 
Its' sedan. They were compelled to 
lie face downward on the floor of 
the car which was driven around 
the countryside for some two hours 
before the captives were released. 


The truck, loaded with an assort- 


ment of wines and liquors, left Phil- 
adelphia early today, bound for West 
Chester and Coatsville. 


Immediately after Dougherty and 
Kirk straggled into a police station 
here and told their story, state 
troopers began a search of the high- 
ways for the four hijackers.

HARRISBURG, July 27.—Penn- 
sylvania's mental hospitals, housing 
thousands of patients, are making 
a major contribution to the ad- 
vancement of medical science in the 
treatment of mental illness. 


The State-owned and State-aided 


hospitals offer an unlimited 
field 


for research. The patients as a rule 
are under treatment and care for 
longer periods than in a general 
hospital and afford physicians an 
opportunity for continued study and 
comparison of treatment methods. 


The mental hospitals are 
also 


used as training centers for groups 
from medical schools and groups 
of general practitioners who come 
to the institutions for clinics and 
demonstrations conducted by 
the 


medical staff. 
There is an increasing tendency 


towards the assignment of medical 
students for training during 
the 


summer months and for other work- 
ers, such as occupational therapists 
and social workers, periods of train- 
ing are provided which correspond 
more or less to the hospital interne- 
ship which is required for physi- 
cians. 


There is also an increasing trend 


for nurses to come to the hospitals 
for post graduate experience in car- 
ing for mental patients, resulting 
in a more rounded training.
